In his conference with Dulles in 
talks earlier this week with De­ 
fense Secretary' Louis Johnson and 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley, chairm an 
of the joint chiefs of staff, Mac­ 
A rthur is understood to have urged 
im m ediate tangióle assistance to 
Formosa. 
Would Remove Defense 
The Allied suprem e commander 
is known to Relieve that the fall of 
th e Nationalist Island Bastion to 
Chinese m ainland Communist in­ 
vaders would remove an im portant 
link from A m erica’s chain of west­ 
ern Pacific defenses and expose 
the Philippines to powerful Red 
influences.

These moths 
deposit eggs in clusters on leaf 
blades and. grasses. The eggs hatch 
in from eight to ten days. 
The 
young caterpillars then feed on the 
host plant, but before they m ature 
the food supply has become ex­ 
hausted. 
which 
results 
in 
their 
m igration 
to other 
field* 
The 
feeding period is from three to 
four weeks, after which the cater­ 
pillars 
work 
into 
the 
soil 
and 
rhange to the pupal stage, from 
which the adult 
moths em erge. 
These moths lay eggs for another 
brood. 
There are two broods and 
a partial third brood annually. 
The m ature caterpillars arc al­ 
most two inches in length. They 
are dark green in color and are 
m arked by a broken white line 
along the middle of the back, with 
th ree light stripes on the sides 
The lowest --tripe is yellowish in 
color.

This nation, he stated, 
wa«- founded from the grass roots 
and war, gradually built up until it 
became the great nation it is today 
The original colonies were formed 
by men who asked no more than 
an opportunity to make their way

Today, it seems that 
people have turned from this ide­ 
ology, and want the government 
to help maintain them, apparently 
not realising that they are part of 
the government.

THE GOLD STANDARD 
A local l«d\ who Is much inter­ 
ested in goldfish reported that last 
year 
several 
mysterious, 
olive- 
brown tiah appeared in her back­ 
yard Hly 
p o n d . 
She added that 
they 
mingled 
readily 
with 
her 
goldfish which «he thought they 
somewhat 
resembled 
except 
for 
their color 
She was greath sur­ 
prised when it was explained that 
thev were goldfish, 
‘•’But their color—what happened 
to it?" she asked 
The foregoing is a rather com­ 
mon 
ocr urretice in 
ponds 
large 
enough 
to 
permit 
spawning 
by 
thei. goldfi'h denizens. 
Since the 
natural color of the sd-called gold­ 
fish is oliveaceous the young hatch* 
ing from eggs produced by highly i 
colored parents often revert to the 
original type 
To maintain the golden color of 
resulting offspring these brownish 
scrubs should be removed 
H o w - 
ever, it probably is wise to post­ 
pone their removal until late fall 
or even until the following spring 
since some of them will belatedly 
acquire the gold color. 
Goldfish culture even in small 
f5x5 feet* backyard pond* is easy 
and interesting. 
The fish deposit 
their adhesive eggs on the sides 
of the pool, on aquatk plants or 
on any other convenient object in 
th e pool. 
While the female is do­ 
ing this, she is followed b> one 
or several males who quickly for- j 
tilize the eggs. 
This accounts for 
the splashing and other erratic be­ 
havior during the early m orring 
from late April to about 
he mid­ 
dle of Jun e or even later. 
Due to the fact that the nev.ly J 
laid eggs are quickly eaten 
by 1 
other goldfish following the active j 
spawners and even by the prospec- j 
tive parents themselves, some pro-1 
vision should be made to care for 
them. 
If two or three small bun­ 
dles of dried grass ¡professional 
fish culturists 
use dried 
willow 
roots', are thrown into the pool, 
the fish will lay their eggs on 
them. 
Shortly after spawning ac­ 
tivities the bundles may be placed 
In a corner of the pool screened 
for the purpose. 
If your pool is 
heavily planted the foregoing pre- 
cedure may be dispensed with be­ 
cause the chances are that many 
of the 
eggs will 
be 
effectively 
hidden until hatched. 
When the fish begin to spawn j 
it is a good idea to add a handful I 
of complete fertilizer to the water j 
in the pond. 
This will tend to > 
make the w ater turn green. t h e ; 
«mall organisms responsible for the j 
color 
furnishing 
idea' 
food 
for! 
the newly hatched fish. 
A hand- j 
ful or two of finel> chopped hay j 
also generates suitable baby fish i 
food. 
Now. then, if you happen to be * 
one of those who doesn't care to 
devote the hour or two of time to 
do the above, then just dum p your 
goldfish into the pool and forget 
them except for an occasional feed­ 
ing. 
The chances are that some 
offspring will come through. 
Don't go in for fancy and expen­ 
sive types like the telescopes, scale- 


less. iionmidr., etc 
Stick to the 
plain breed such as comet tads, 
shubunkins. and fantails. 
These 
are inexpensive and hardy as well 
as good 
spawners. 
Incidental!.'. 
these various types will spawn in­ 
discrim inately with each other and 
may 
produce new 
and 
colorful 
forms. 
Anyway you look at it 
raising go!d/i«h is fun.
